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NOVEMBER  PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

There  were  933  approved  producers  who  shipped  22,787,734  pounds  of  milk  to 
the  Fort  Wayne  market  during  November  1968  of  which  17,320,381  pounds  or  76.0%  was 
utilized  in  Class  I by  9 pooled  handlers.  Class  I utilization  was  up  2.3%  from 
October.  On  a volume  basis,  production  was  down  5.6%,  and  Class  I utilization  of 
producer  milk  was  down  2.7%  from  October  1968.

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The  effective  basic  formula  price,  as  established  by  the  amendment  to  §1047.50 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  order,  of  $4.33  was  Increased  by  the  standard  differential  of  $1.20 
and  further  increased  by  a special  20  cents  adjustment  and  a supply-demand  adjust- 
ment of  2 cents  to  establish  the  December  Class  I price  of  $5.75.
